An  Act  to  provide  for  extension  of  loan  facilities  to  dist- 
ressed persons  in  certain  cases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Punjab  in  the  Ninth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows: — 

1.  (/)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Distre- 
ssed Persons  (Facilities  for  Loans)  Act,  1958. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  Slate  of  Punjab. 

(5)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the 
State  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Official 
Gazette,  appoint. 

2.  The  State  Government  or  the  Financial  Com- 
missioner, subject  to  the  control  of  the  State  Government, 
may,  from  time  to  time  by  notification  in  the  official 
Gazette,  make  rules  as  to  loans  and  their  recovery 
to  be  made  to  persons  afflicted  by  distress  caused  by 
calamities,  such  as  floods,  epidemics,  famine,  earthqua- 
kes, land-slides,  avalanches,  snow-storms,  hailstorms,  fire, 
severe  drought  and  locusts.
